WRITER JORDAN CLARK TAKES FANS BACK 
IN TIME TO OLD JAPAN IN SAMURAI SONJA 


Jordan, what drew you to tell a tale of Samurai Sonja, among all the 
unique multiversal variants that fans got to see in Sonjaversal and Hell 
Sonja? 


Christopher Hastings, Pasquale, and Nate have done an incredible job 
creating all these variants of Red Sonja that retain the core elements 
that fans love, but open a whole new world of adventure. So racking 
my brain for something fans haven't seen yet, a samurai variant imme- 
diately jumped out. I’ve always been enamored by samurai lore, so it’s 
been a blast to craft this version of Sonja. 


The book is taking place in the Sengoku period of Japan, circa 1467 to 
1615. For those less familiar with the history, how would you describe 
this era and how it relates to our protagonist? 


The Sengoku was a very turbulent time in Japan’s history. After the pre- 
vious government collapsed, Japan was consumed in a nearly constant 
civil war with various clans and daimyos vying for power. Some of the 
most notable samurai in history were active during this time. Sonja will 
be fighting to make her name amongst them and continue her family’s 
legacy as great warriors. 


Though nestled into a period of real-world history, Red Sonja comics 
are of course fantasy. Can we expect to see some exciting mythical 
monsters or other fantastical elements? 


Not to give too much away, but one of the most fun things so far has 
been going through Japan’s rich folklore to find creatures that can test 
Sonja’s skill. There’s going to be some well-known monsters in there, 
but also some fun deep cuts as well. 


Samurai stories, real and fictional, have quite the legacy in film and 
comics — primarily via manga, where samurais lived and fought years 
ago. Are you pulling from any key influences in crafting this latest entry 
into that legacy? 


I’m a huge Akira Kurosawa fan. Seven Samurai, Yojimbo, Rashomon 
are such incredible stories and are definitely influences on this. | also 
wanted to pull from the real history of female samurai (onna-bugei- 
sha) and the legendary warrior Tomoe Gozen. Visually, | grew up on 
Samurai Jack, so that’s something | revisited, especially for ideas for 
fight sequences. And the Vagabond manga by Takehiko Inoue is an epic 
master class that all samurai comics are measured against. So I’ve been 
studying that pretty intently. 
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
